1. Whereas , there exists a water body 
known as Bondvol Lake admeasuring an area 
of 75894 sq . mts . located in village Calapur 
of Tiswadi Taluka , North Goa district , State of 
Goa , which is considered to be critically 
significant for its ecosystem services and 
biodiversity values for the local communities 
and society at large ( hereinafter referred to 
as the " Said Bondvol Lake " ) ; which is more 
particularly described in Schedule I herein . 
under ; 

2. And whereas , it is considered that for 
sustaining these values , the ecological 
character of the wetland ecosystem needs to 
be maintained by regulating developmental 
activities within the wetland as well as 
within its zone of influence ; 

3. And whereas , in terms of sub - rule ( 1 ) of 
rule 7 of the Wetlands ( Conservation and 
Management ) Rules , 2017 , the Department 
of Environment and Climate Change 
( DoE & CC ) Government of Goa , through GSBB 
had prepared a Brief Document for identifying 
the said Bondvol Lake as wetland ; 

4. And Whereas , based on the Brief 
Document Goa State Wetland Authority 
( GSWA ) in the 6th meeting of the GSWA 
recommended the Government of Goa to 
notify the said Bondvol Lake as a wetland 
under the provisions Wetlands 
of 
( Conservation and Management ) Rules , 2017 . 

5. Subsequently , the Government of Goa 
accepted the recommendation to declare the 
said wetland for being covered under the 
provisions of Wetlands ( Conservation and 
Management ) Rules , 2017 and the draft of 
the notification was published in the Official 
Gazette of Goa vide Notification No. GSWA / 
2019-20 / Bondvol Notification / 026 / 085 dated 
07-05-2020 and corrigendum No. GSWA / 
2019-20 / Bondvol Notification / 026 / 085 / 568 
dated 10-09-2020 for the general public with 
a view of inviting objections in respect thereof 
as required under sub - rule ( 6 ) of rule 5 of 
Wetland ( Conservation and Management ) 
Rules , 2017 hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules . 
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6. And Whereas , after considering the 
objections , grievances , and suggestions 
received , from the general public and 
concerned stakeholders as per rules , and the 
have been incorporated & the 
necessary revisions in the notification are 
ensured .

7. And Whereas , due to revisions in the 
area to be notified in the draft notified 
wetland , it was felt necessary by GSWA in 
its 8th GSWA meeting to renotify the draft 
notification of Bondvol Lake with a view of 
inviting objections in respect thereof as 
required under sub - rule ( 6 ) of rule 5 of the 
said rule pertaining to the areas which are 
added and / or revised in the previous 
notification due to the revisions . 

8. Hence this Draft Notification is issued 
by the Department of Environment and 
Climate Change ( DoE & CC ) Government of 
Goa in the exercise of powers conferred 
under Rule 7 of Wetland ( Conservation & 
Management ) Rules 2017 , is hereby 
published for the information of public . 

9. The extent of the wetland and its zone 
of influence is described in Schedule I of this 
notification ; 

10. Activities prohibited within the wetland 
and its zone of influence are listed in 
Schedule II of this notification . Such 
prohibitions shall not apply for areas

These Rules may be called the Goa State Guest Rules , 2022 . 

1. State Guest facilities and courtesies shall be extended to the following dignitaries when 
visiting this state as indicated below : 

A. The State Guest facilities and courtesies shall be extended to the following dignitaries 
and officials during their visit to the State of Goa , irrespective of the purpose of their visit. 

a . The President of India ; 

b . The Vice President of India ; 

c . The Prime Minister of India ; 

d . The Chief Justice of Supreme Court of India ; 

e . The Speaker of Lok Sabha ; 

i . The State Guests , as far as possible will be accommodated at Raj Bhavan , under the 
direction of or with the specific approval of The Governor . 

ii . Where no suitable accomm - odation is available at Raj Bhavan or where Government 
so decides in consultation of the dignitaries , the accommodation will be arranged 
in any hotel of repute depending upon the status , level and convenience of the 
dignitary . 
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iii . There shall be no ceiling on the 

number of people in the entourage 
or number of rooms required for the 
above dignitaries or on the room . 
rent . 

B. The State Guest facilities and 
courtesies shall be extended to the 
following dignitaries and officials during 
their visit to the State of Goa , irrespective 
of the purpose of their visit : 

a . Dy . Speaker of Lok Sabha and the 
Dy . Chairman of Rajya Sabha ; 

b . The Union Ministers and Ministers 
of State of Central Government ; 

c . The Governors of States and the Lt. 
Governors of the Union Territories ; 

d . The Puisne Judges of the Supreme 
Court of India ; 

e . The Chief Ministers and the Dy . 
Chief Ministers of States and Union 
Territories ; 

f . Chief Justice of Bombay High Court ; 
The accompanying family members not . 
exceeding three , inclusive of the dignitary 
and only one member of the personal staff of 
the above mentioned dignitaries will also be 
provided with the State Guest Facilities and 
courtesies . 

Ceiling on expenditure of room rent to be 
incurred shall be restricted to upto Rs . 25,000 / 
per night per room ( inclusive of Taxes ) subject 
to following : 

( i ) The State Guests , as far as possible 
will be accommodated at Raj Bhavan , 
under the direction of or with the specific 
approval of The Governor ; 

( ii ) Where no suitable accommodation is 
available at Raj Bhavan 
or where 
Government so decides in consultation of 
the dignitaries , the accommodation will be 
arranged in any hotel of repute depending 
upon the status , level and convenience of 
the dignitary and subject to the ceiling 
prescribed above . 
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( iii ) Government , however , will be 
competent to relax the provisions of this 
Para for security reasons on the advice of 
Goa Police / Home Department on a case to 
case basis ; 

C. The State Guest facilities and 
courtesies will be extended to the following 
dignitaries only when they visit Goa on 
official tours connected with the affairs of 
this State and on invitation from the 
Government of Goa . However , these 
facilities will not be extended during transit 
halts at Goa . 

a ) Cabinet Ministers / Ministers of State / 
Dy . Ministers of States and Union Territories ; 
b ) The Speakers and Dy . Speakers of 
the States and Union Territories ; 

c ) The Chief Justice of High Courts 
other than Bombay High Court ; 

d ) The Puisne Judges of Bombay 
High Court ; 

e ) The Chairman and Dy . Chairman of 
the Union Public Service Commission , 
Finance Commission and other High 
Powered Commissions set up by the 
Government of India ; 

f ) The Leader of the Opposition of the 
Rajya Sabha and the Lok Sabha in 
Parliament ; 

g ) The Leader of the Opposition in 
State Assemblies ; 

h ) The Comptroller and the Auditor 
General of India ; 

i ) The Governor of Reserve Bank of 
India ; 

j ) Chief Election Commissioner and 
Election Commissioners of Election 
Commission of India ; 

k ) The Secretaries to the Government 
of India ; 

1 ) The Chief Secretaries to the State 
Governments and Union Territories ; 

m ) Chairman and Member of National 
Human Right Commission ; 
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n ) Any other eminent personage with 
the concurrence of the Protocol Department 
and order of the Government ; 

Only one family member and one member 
of the personal staff accompanying the above 
dignitaries will be provided with the State 
Guest facilities and courtesies . 

Ceiling on expenditure of room rent to be 
incurred shall be restricted to upto Rs.10,000 / 
per night per room ( inclusive of Taxes ) , 
subject to following : 

( i ) The State Guests , as far as possible 
will be accommodated at State Guest 
House or State Circuit House or Goa 
International centre ; 

( ii ) Where no suitable accommodation is 
available at the above places or where 
Government so decides in consultation of 
the dignitaries , the accommodation will be 
arranged in any hotel of repute depending 
upon the status , level and convenience of 
the dignitary and subject to the ceiling 
prescribed above . 

( iii ) Government , however , will be 
competent to relax the provisions of this 
Para for security reasons on the advice of 
Goa Police / Home Department on a case to 
case basis ; 

D. In case any arrangements for lodging , 
boarding and transport is to be made at 
the request of any dignitary or official , on 
payment basis , during their visit to Goa , 
bills of the same will have to be settled by 
the concerned dignitary or official before 
their departure . 

Note : ( i ) The dignitaries , except for 
those in Para 1 ( A ) , visiting Goa will be 
treated as State Guest for " THREE 
CALENDAR DAYS . " Government , however , 
will be competent to relax the provision of 
this note in suitable cases ; 

( ii ) Where it is desired to treat any 
Foreign Dignitary as State Guest , whose 
visit is not being sponsored by Government 
of India , Ministry of External Affairs need . 
to be kept informed and its concurrence 
obtained ; 
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( iii ) In case of para 1 ( C ) ( n ) , detailed 
proposal need be submitted by the 
Department concerned to the Protocol 
Department for its concurrence and orders 
of the Government . It shall be the 
responsibility , otherwise , of the concerned 
Department to make all the required 
arrangements like reception , lodging , 
boarding , transport etc. , and settlement of 
the expenditure . 

2. Reception . ( 1 ) State Guests , who are 
VVIPS / VIPs shall be received and seen off by 
the State Dignitaries and other Officials , 
depending upon the status and protocol 
involved in the visit . Generally , these 
arrangements will be made by the Protocol 
Department . 

( ii ) Garlands and bouquets will be offered 
to the visiting dignitaries depending on their 
status and importance of the visit . 
Arrangements for the same will be made by 
the Protocol Department . 

( iii ) Photography and other arrangements 
for the coverage of the VVIPs / VIPs visit will 
be made by the Department of Information 
and Publicity , whenever necessary . 

3. Transport.- D.V.Cars/Staff Cars will be 
provided for the use of the visiting dignitaries / 
State Guest free of charge . In case of a transit 
halt , vehicle will be provided free of charge 
up to the territorial limits and for journey 
beyond the state limits on payment of mileage 
charges on prescribed rates . Government , 
however , will be competent to relax the 
payment beyond the territorial limits in case 
of VVIPs and VIPs in suitable circumstances . 
Generally , only one car will be provided to 
the State Guest . 

4. Boarding . The boarding will be 
provided to the State Guest in accordance 
with para 1 ( A ) , ( B ) & ( C ) . However , Protocol 
Department shall negotiate with hotels of 
appropriate categories of North and South 
Goa Districts to get best rates . 

5. Other Facilities / Restrictions.— ( i ) No 
alcoholic drinks , cigarettes , massages , 
chocolates , laundry , etc. will be provided to 
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the State Guest at the State Government's 
expense . 

( ii ) The State Guest will be provided with 
Medical facilities at Government's expense . 

6. Security . VVIPS / VIPs / State Guests will 
be provided with required security by the 
Director General of Police , as per the 
instructions issued by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs , Government of India , on the subject , 
from time to time .
